SELECTMEN'S REPORT. 



/'(f the Tax- Payers of the Town of Proctor:— 

Although but little of special interest has occurred dur- 
iiiif the past year in the management of the Town's affairs, yet 
il always seems desirable to present in full to the Tax- Payers 
I Ih^ business of the Town, that they may thoroughly under- 
'.l.uid it, and be able to act more intelligently. 

BONDS OF TOWN OFFICERS. 
All the Town Officers, required by law to give bonds, 
Inniished the same at the beginning of the year, and the same 
were duly approved. 

ROADS. 

It became evident during the first year of our existence 
.1. an independent town that, with the limited tax outside of 
(Ik- Village, we should not be able to keep the highways in as 
•nod condition as those within the Village. The Village Au- 
Ihnrities determined to ask the Legislature for an amendment 
In ihcir charter, giving permission to the Village Trustees to 
Inni over a portion of their highway money to the Town, to 
expended upon the highways of the Town outside of the 
\'ill:ige, leaving it optional with them how much, if any, 
••hniildbe so expended. With this in view, the Selectmen 
Hjniijrht best to make permanent improvements upon the high- 
ways where it might be most needed, rather than temporary 
irp.iirs here and there. 

P>cginning at the south line of the Village at the Baker 
• Mill, the east road has been thoroughly repaired and put in 
lii .1 -class condition to the Village limits. Permanent im- 
|.<..vements have also been made upon the west road, and it 
> Niought that in a year or two ail of the Town roads can be 
"1 ^rood condition as those within the Village limits. This 
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method, of course, leaves the highway fund somewhat in debt, 
but it is hoped and expected that the Village Trustees will 
take advantage of the authority given them by the amend- 
ment to their charter and assign to the Town a portion of 
their highway money. The Town now has the reputation of 
having the best highways in the County, at least, and among 
the best in the State, and, with proper care and attention, 
there is no reason why the reputation already gained cannot 
be fully sustained, and it is certainly a most desirable end to 
seek, as everyone reaps the benefit of money judiciously ex- 
pended on highways. 

NEW ROADS. 
Owing to the dangerous condition of the highway lead- 
ing from the meat market in the Village of Proctor past the 
Vermont Marble Co.'s quarry to the intersection of the market 
road, and the fact that the building of the Clarendon & Pittsford 
R. R. increased its inconvenience, the Selectmen decided to 
discontinue this piece of road. They at the same time laid 
out a road beginning at a point in Church street east of the 
Clarendon & Pittsford crossing, and running east of the 
Humphrey building, intersecting with West street south of 
the Clarendon & Pittsford crossing. This avoids two dan- 
gerous crossings on the Clarendon & Pittsford R. R., and 
makes a shorter road for the public. The C. & P. R. R. bore 
all the expense of the new road, assuming all land damages, 
and have built a highway which is perfectly satisfactory to the 
Selectmen. 

Soon after Gov. Proctor's purchase of the Morris Rey- 
nolds place, he made a proposition to the Selectmen to turn 
the highway beginning at a point north of the residence of 
Hannibal Reynolds, and running west of the old highway, 
joining it again near the south line of the Blakely farm, thus 
making a shorter highway and avoiding an objectionable hill. 
Gov. Proctor agreed to assume all land damage and pay one- 
half the expense of the construction of the road. His prop- 
osition was accepted, and the road has been built. 
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Quite a large expense was incurred in repairing the high- 
way south of the residence of Rollin Mead, on account of a 
slide caused by the Creek washing under the highway. This 
has been thoroughly repaired and the course of the highway 
changed a little. It is feared, however, there may be further 
trouble in this place. 

The roads in the north part of the Town in District No. 
6, near the White place, have been somewhat neglected, as a 
change in some of the highways and discontinuance of some 
has been suggested. Nothing, however, has been accom- 
plished in this line as yet 

UNSETTLED MATTERS WITH THE TOWN OF 

RUTLAND. 

Nothing more has been accomplished towards the final 
settlement of the affairs with the Town of Rutland; hence 
the Selectmen have nothing to report. It is hoped, however, 
that a settlement may be arranged before long. 

STATE TAX. 

The General Assembly, at its session in 1888, assessed a 
State Tax of twenty cents on the dollar on the Grand List for 
the year 1889. ^^^^ necessary to make provision for this 
at the coming Town Meeting. 

OVERSEER OF THE POOR. 

We believe the matters pertaining to the poor have been 
managed with greatest care and for the best interest of all 
concerned. The matter of remuneration for the first year was 
referred to the Selectmen. Mr. Blakely was voted ^25 for his 
services. There has been more work, and more time has been 
required during the past year than the first year, a combina- 
tion of circumstances having increased the poor expense, nec- 
essarily increased the work of the Overseer.

Report of Superintendent of Schools. 



The steady improvement which has been going on in our 
schools for the past few years has continued during the past 
year, although the improvement has been much more marked 
and rapid than for any period since I have known of the 
condition of the schools. Mr. Coolidge, the first principal 
employed by the school, resigned after a year's service, and 
Mr. Wm. F. Walker succeeded him as principal. Mr. Walker 
came to the school with little experience as a teacher, but with 
a thorough practical education, and has labored diligently for 
the success of the schools, and I think with excellent success. 

Mrs. Julia M. Dewey was employed during the fall term 
to take charge of, and assist in the re-organization and grad- 
ing, and it can be said now that the schools are thoroughly 
graded and classified, which, of course, greatly adds to their 
efficiency. 

The committee were very fortunate in securing the ser- 
vices of Mrs. Dewey, and, although they were able to engage 
her only for a short time, yet the improvement was marked 
in all grades, and especially so in the Primary. It is to be 
hoped that the Committee and teachers will carry on the work 
so well begun by Mrs. Dewey. 

The average daily attendance has improved much, the 
committee and teachers using every effort to bring about this 
end, and I think the parents have seen more and more the im- 
portance of it and have largely assisted in bringing about this 
great improvement. Of course this cannot be done without 
the hearty co-operation of all the parents. 

For the past two terms, seven schools have been main- 
tained in the Village, one in District No. lO, and the town has 
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had some scholars in District No. 6 in Pittsford, which is a 
fractional District. By increasing the number of schools, the 
Committee have been able to relieve the crowded condition of 
the Primary schools to some extent, and this, together with 
the most excellent work by Mrs, Dewey, has made the Primary 
schools much more efficient. The Committee deserve great 
credit for the the thoughtful, efficient work they have given 
the schools. 

I have granted certificates for one year to the following 
persons : — Mr. Wm. F. Walker, Miss Delle Robinson, Miss 
Mabel Ewings, Miss Bessie Toohey, Miss Nellie Creer, Miss 
Julia Burnop, Miss Laurette Glasson, Miss Alice Needham.
